A time for churches 


Old-time religion thrives 
in ‘church ¢ on the hill’

The church on the hill. It's a pretty 
wood frame building that has called 
generations of families to worship in 
Horton Bay since 1898. 

This 90-member church, under the 


Church. has maintained’ its ethnic 
evangelical ministry despite . the 
liberalism prevalent in modern society. 

Its Bohemian roots have implanted 
themselves decp into the lives of many 
Horton Bay residents. Children and 
grandchildren of some of its charter 
members are hearing the gospel 
preached in much the same fashion as 


_their ancestors heard it. And the 
membership list is growing. 
In 1973 an educational wing was 


added to the structure to allow for more 


Sunday Schoot rooms and an extension 
to the sanctuary. The church has 
purchased the one room schoolhouse in 
Horton Bay for a. parish hall and ts in 
the process of acquiring the fot that 
divides the church and school, 

It's that old-time religion that is 
attracting people from nearby areas and 
satisfving the familiar congregation, 
According to Rev. Alan Valkema, the 
members are active tithers and their 
progressive attitudes have enabled 
them to have a full Gme minister from 
the United Methodist Conference. 

“The church wanted a full-time 
pastor because they felt that there was a 
need for an experienced pastor and one 
who would tike to see his challenge 
bloom in Horton Bay." savs Valkema. 
“The church here is a rare species in 
Methodism. It has both an evangelical 
and an old Methodist influence.” 

Because of this small church's 
enthusiasm for growth, the national 
Methodist Conference has had to 
change its poticy of sending full-time 
ministers only to churches with congre- 
gations numbering 200 and up. 

In April of 1968, two national denom- 
inations joined hands. The Evangelical 
United Brethern Church merged with 
the Methodist Church and is now known 
as the’ United Methodist Church. 
Church ministers and national adminis- 
trators agreed in April of 1980 to send 


“small churches a minister who could 


cultivate a parish on a full-time basis. 


Rev. Valkema was sent to pastor the - 


Horton Bay church full-time in June of 
this year. He is the 39th minister to 
stand in the pulpit there and although 
he is not the first fult-timer, the church 
has had only seasonal ministers in the 
past several years. 

: “To minister the gospel of Jesus 
Christ to everyone that will hear,” is the 
. primary ‘goal. of . Valkema and his

The church is anticipating the acquis- 


‘ition of the property adjacent to the 


church for an expanded parking lot and 
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a site for a proposed parsonage. The 
current parsonage is approximately 100 
years old. 

The church board has budgeted 
$42,000 for 1981 to carry-on the 
traditional evangelical ministry. The 
pastor's salary, church administration 
and. missionary funds each claim 
one-third of the total budget. There are 
Sunday morning and evening praise and 


worship services as well as Wednesday | 


night prayer meetings. 

The. Sunday School orchestra made 
up of student band members perforris 
every first Sunday night of the month 
and Rev. Valkema occasionally plays 
the trumpet for music specials.

St. John's looks so quaint 
but it's an active church

St. John Nepomucene was a man of 
Sifence. For refusing to break his 


“t confessional vow of silence hawas killed 


in the 1700's and became a saint in the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

He lived in the late 1600's and was a 
priest and chaplin to the Royal Court in 
the city of Prague in the country of 
Bohemia. The king, being a jealous 
man, wanted the priest to tell him of the 
queen's confessions. 

St. John Nepomucene refused and 
was hung by his heels and dipped in the 
icy river to convince him to teil the king. 

Each time they brought him up, he 
refused. Back to the river. Unfortun- 
ately, on one of the trips down his head 
was bashed against the rocks and he 
was killed. 

He is the patron saint of Bohemia, 
now a part of Czechoslovakia, and the 
patron of the St. John Nepomucene 
Church focated on highway M-32, south 
of East Jordan. 

The pastor of St. John’ s is Father 
David Gemuend, also pastor of a church 
in Elmira. 


Father Gemuend is quick to point out 
that while the church may look like a 
“nostalgic little museum, it isn't. It is 
an active church.”’ 

Located in what is still referred to as 
the Bohemian settlement, St. John 
Nepomucene Church was built in the 
later part of the 1800's by church 
members and was once a part of the 
village known as *'Praga."’ 

Praga contained a school house, now 
the parish hall. a blacksmith shop and a 
general store. The old stone work on the 
church was a native Bohemian folk craft 
and while there are numerous buildings 
in the area of that type. the art is almost 
gone. 


St. John Nepomucene has been there 
almost 100 years and still has about 30 
active families. Father Gemuend said 
the church includes ‘'children on up to 
older families’’ and that it is a ‘‘very 
close community," 

Mass is celebrated there every Sun- 
at 8:30 a.m. and Father Gemuend 
stressed several times that while the 
congregation is not large in numbers, it 
is an active, caring group of people. 

At the church is a statue of St. John 
Nepomucene. His finger is to his lips as 
if saying‘ Shhhhhhhh.”’ 

But this little church isn’t sleeping, 
it's only resting from an active 100 years 
and planning for the next. 
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Charismatic 
churches draw from 
all walks of life 


“And they were all filled with the - 


Holy Ghost, and began. to. speak with 
other tongues, as the. Spirit gave them 
utterance,’’ Acts 2:4. 

_. Members of the charismatic churches 
and thelr pastors come from a wide 
_ background with an equally wide 
financial footing. 

‘The charismatic movement in Charle- 
volx appears to be a strong one with 
‘many of the larger churches in the area 
included in those that “‘speak in 
tongues,’’ but many of the local charis- 
matic churches are small units 
struggling to stay alive. 

The First Apostolic Faith Church of 
East Jordan is just such a church. 
‘Pastor Dick Hayner explained that while 
the Lord has been good to them they 
still have a financial problem. 

He explained that some years back 
there was no church of that faith in East 
Jordan and he started one from scratch. 
“Five years ago we got into this church 
(building) and we're still holding on by 
the skin of our teeth.’ 

“I’m not in it for the money,’ he said 
and then went on to explain that he 
“‘was drawn to it’’ when he was 20 or 22 
years old. ‘‘] felt 1 was needed. | didn’t 
feei that my personality or education 
was for a minister...1 felt I should have 
been a truck driver or construction 
worker.”’ 

Pastor Hayner said he questioned his 
ability to help, but that the Lord used 
him. First. he was active as a lay 
minister and came up through the 
ranks. He was a Sunday school teacher 
and deacon and then a minister. 

He was close to 40 years old before 
he was officially certified. Now he is 


“certified with the state and United - 


Pentecostal International.’ 

Pastor Hayner explained that the 
Apostolic Church is part of the 
Pentecostal Church and that they are 
the original charismatic churches. At 
one time, he said, ‘‘they were con- 
sidered fanatical.'’ Now it is somewhat 
‘‘fashionable’’ to be charismatic.

Asked if he saw a falling away from 
religion, he said he felt it was more a 


question of “taking sides.” 


‘People who are going to be reli-

gious,’’ he said, ‘‘are more religious » 


than before and those that aren't, are 
more so, I think there is a falling away 
from religion, but a stronger faith for 


those in the church.”’ 


Pastor Hayner, unable to be fully 


supported by his 30 member congrega- 


tion, which meets at 104 E. Garfield St., 
works as a bus driver for the county 
transit system in order to make ends 
meet. He.is the father of eight children, 
one of whom is also a minister, and has 
seven grandchildren. | 

Charlevoix has one of the. newest 
charismatic churches in the area. This 
past September the Berean Bible 
Teaching Center was started. 

Although this is a new church, this 
48-member group is able to support 
their pastor and teacher, Bob Reid, on a 
full-time basis. 

Reid and the group meet each Sunday 
at 10 a.m. for services in the Com- 
munity Room at the Charievoix City 
Hall. On Tuesday night, services are 
held at the home of member Doug Way. 

This active group is busy teaching. 
Doug Way explained that the goal was 
to teach people the Bible. He said many 
people that have experienced the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit need 
instruction about the Bible. 


“We need to teach them what the 
Bible has to say and to teach them about 
their experience,’’ Way said. ‘‘Our 
main thrust is teaching.’’ 


Way explained that Reid is also kept 
busy teaching college level courses. The 
group supports a day schoo] for adults 
which meets every day from 9 a.m. to 
noon at 219 Park Avenue. 

Reid is a graduate of Central Bible 
College of Springfield, Mo. but is not a 
licensed minister. For information 
regarding classes or the center, contact 
Reid at 547-6343 or Way at 547-6340.
